British political history. But— 
while party is ‘still very much to the 
fore in the British situation, since 
the National Government consists of 
a solid government facing a> solid 
opposition under ‘Mr. Henderson— 
those leaders who merged their in- 
terexts have shown the world some- 
thing quite new in statecraft. 

The obvious thing to say is that 
they have considered their country 
first and their respective parties 
second, But the less obvious aspect 
of this evident fact is that their 
aetions have been dictated by an at- 
titude of mind unprejudiced by party.

Our present political system has 
tended to produce stereotyped think- 
ing and to intensify prejudice. There 
are in Canada at the present time, 


for instance, many persons who have 


been 9> impregnated with Liberal 
propaganda and Liberal ideals that 
they are opposed to all Mr. Benmett’s 
policies om general principle, and 
there are many persons who have 
been so impregnated with Conserv- 
ative propaganda and Conservative 
ideals that they support a‘) Mr. 
Bennett’s policies on general prin- 
ciple. 

No doubt there is a significant 
majority of Canadians capable of 
deciding issues without following 
shavishly political dogmas, but the 
tendency to do so is nevertheless ap- 
parent in this country as in all others 
where: democracy has been highly 
developed. 

The British political heads ap- 
proached the subject of Britain 
crisis from the point ef view of im- 
mediate necessities and in terms ot 
the specific circumstances which lec 
up to that crisis. The real achieve- 
ment was not that they saerificed 
political ideals but that they lookee 
at the matter through non- political 
eyes. 

The British National Government 
may be the concrete symbol of a very 
definite present day trend away 
from the party system.

“England Yet 
Shall Stand” 


‘*«Come the world ‘against Wey 
England yet shall stand.’’ 


The sentence has a fine ring to it. 
One can imagine it being used by a 
peppery Anglo-Indian colonel, glow- 
ering over his whiskey and soda in 
a Pall Mail club. One can imagine 
hearing it at military dinners, at 
meetings of obscure but patriotic 
parishioners, everywhere where the 
cult of Kiplingesque patriotism 'n 
consistently. upheld. But those -who 
heard Mr. Philip Snowden’s voice 
erying this phrase above the uproar 
in the British House.of Commor : 
must have wondered; for a second, i. 
they had taken leave of their senses 

Mr. Snowden has perhaps never 
made such a public utterance in the 
whole course of his vitriolic’ political 
career. It is, of course, a fashion to 
press public men into moulds con- 
veniently arranged for them by pop- 
ular conception—so that Mr. Church- 
il) is inevitable brilliant and unre- 
liable, Mr. Lloyd George oratorical 
and also unreliable, Mr. MacDonald 
a dreamer rather than a man of ac- 
tion, Mr. Baldwin honest but stolid 
and Mr. Snowden thin, unsentiment- 
al, bitter and vicious to those who 
have incurred his displeasure. And 
these moulds are probably far from 
a true measurement of the men who 
have been made to fill them. But 
Mr. Snowden’s departure from the 
traditional Snowden has been, during 
the last few weeks, so drastic that it 
cries out for explanation. 

He has thrown overboard in one 
dark night the Socialism that he has 
professed with undeviating tenacity 
ever since he began to address gath- 
erings of North Country mill hands. 
His deflection from the Labor party 
is more marvellous than that of Mr. 
MacDonald, who has shown himself 
on countless occasions to be so much 
fonder of compromise, and infinitely 
more unexpected than that of Mr. 
Thomas, who has long been suspect- 
ed of a liking for white spats, ~ 
morning coat and a topper. Mr. 
Snowden has become overnight an 
intense patriot. 

The explanation, no doubt lies in 
the experiences through which the 
chancellor has recently gone. His 
bitterness against British Imperial- 
ism, British traditions and above all 
the British ruling classes was vorn 
of a bitter childhood, spent among 
the too patent evidences of social 
inequalities and in an atmosphere of 
gathering hatred against the ‘swells’. 
In his early fight against overwhelm- 
ing odds, Mr. Snowden learned much 
of the darker aspect of the British 
industrial and social system and that 
knowledge cemented his Socialistic 
ideas into an unbreakable conviction. 
He did not learn much about Eng- 
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| probably learned more about England 


‘During “the past few weeks he has 


than he learned im all the rest of his 
life. Yesterday he told a restless 
House of Commons and a <«ullen op- 
position’ how morning after morning, 
his mail was filled w'th offers of 
sacrifice from every part of the Em- 
pire. Old age pensioners offered to 
return their pensions. War pension- 
ers offered to forego their pensions 
for years. National savings certif:- 
cates were returned, cancelled. Post- 


al orders, large and smal!, came. in|: 


the mail. Children even offered their 
shilling to help the nation, and oh 
the very day. he made his speech, a 
war loan bond worth $5,000 was re- 
turned. 

Mr. Snowden, who for years has 
dealt in hard economic facts, who has 
regarded Socialism as the only way 


"| out of the present animal grab sys- 


tem, who has lived in an atmosphere 
of collective bargaining between boss- 
es and workers, has come against a 
new force. Whether it is a good 
thing or a bad thing, in terms of 
political economy, a patriotism exists 
in England, that is deeper imbedded 
than intellectual theories of social 
science, and Mr. Snowden has found 
it. Therefore he cried out above the 
uproar, ‘‘Come the world against us, 
England yet shall stand.’’ 

We in Canada talk of hard times, 
but do not know what the word 
means. England, already more heav- 


ily taxed than any other nation, faces - 


today a crisis the magniture of which 
we cannot conceive, and Englishmen 
are giving their personal fortunes 
without being asked and without 
question. Canadians have never done 
this. They have never had to. 

If an oratorical politician with a 
flair for stirring the emotions of the 
crowd, had stood yesterday in Mr. 
Snowden’s place, the phrase resound- 
ing though it is, would have meant 
little. But coming from such a man, 
in such an hour, it touches a deeper 
chord. 

The quotation referred net to Brit- 
ain nor the Empire, but to England. 
And that is what Mr. Snowden meant 
—the England of the war pensioners 
and the aged and the children who 
were giving badk their shillings. 


CONTROL OF WEEDS 


Editor; Western Globe, Lacombe. 
Dear Sir: 

With your permissiqn U will write 
a short article on weed control. Per- 
ennial Sow Thistle and ‘Canada 
Thistles are on the increase and are 
getting very serious in many parts 
of our very best farm lands in Cen- 
tral Alberta. Many new patches of 
of thistles are springing up on the 
farms every year and very few of 
the old patches are getting eradicat- 
ed. All road sides adjoining these 
farms are also getting badly infest- 
ed with thistles. The high winds

dast spring have" age me roots and 
seeds that. were in the ground, from 
the fields to the” des. It is 
very ‘easy to understond that this 
can not go on very long without 
eericus results. Many of our farms 
are far too large’ to be properly 
farmed, This is one reason that 
Sow and Canada Thistles are on the 
increase. Bare summer fallow wilt 
never be a success. Many of our 
best farmers are finding it very hard 
to control the weeds in this way. 
Wheat can not be grown success- 
ful on land that is getting weedy. It 
takes too long for it to mature. 
More barley and less wheat should 
be grown. 


There are only two ways to eradi- 
cate Sow and. Canada Thistle, one is 
by cultivation and the other is by usc 
of. chemicals. Either method is ex- 
pensive. Sow and Canada Thistle can 
be cleaned off any part of your farm 
in one year if you will do it this way: 
Chemical is not a success and should 
only be used on ‘small patches or 
where cultivation is impossible. Sod- 
ium Chloride or any other ‘weed 
killers do not kill the roots and 
runners of Sow and Canada thistle, 
‘by the ordinary way of spraying 
cecommended by the manufacturers 
of Chemicals. Too much time and 
money has been wasted by the wrong 
kind of advertisement. The makers 
of chemicals have been trying to 
keep us partly in the dark. To 
epray the chemicals on the leaves 
after it has made its full growth as 
recommended by them, is only a 
waste of money. It will burn the 
tops down, but they will «tart from 
the roots again and to destroy them 
in ‘this way has met success in a 
very few cases. Some farmers have 
had fair results, but this is the way 
they have accomplished it. They 
will start to spray when the thisles 
rave made a good growth. They 
will repeat this three or four times, 
or as long as the thistles show any 
life. This takes a lot of time and 
is very expensive, as the chemical 
does not circulate down to the roots 
wery far. In most cases the roots 
have not been destroyed in this way. 


If you are going to destroy thistles 
with chemical, do it in this way: 


Take a mower or a scythe, cut your|' 


thistle patches close to the ground, 
rake them aside and burn them 
when dry. Mix your chemical in a 
barrel or other container —it is bet- 
ter to use it ‘a little stronger than 
recommended by the makers. Put 
this in a wagon, haul it out to the 
field where your thistles are and use 
an ordinary garden sprinkling can 
and sprinkle the solution on the 
ground where the thistles have been 
cut. Be sure to go out a little far- 
ther on the sides of the patch, as the 
runners will try to come up again, 
«where the ground ‘has not been ster- 
dlized or poisoned. If enough chem- 
ical has been put on the ground, no 


more thistles will ‘appear, but: keep 
a watch on. them to.see if any have 


been missed. “Hf any show up again, | 


go over them.in the same way—this 
will kill all growth where the chem- 
ical has been; used for one or two 
years, but this is the only sure way 
to kill thistles’ with chemicals. 
Black cultivation is the surest and 


best method to use in killing sow | 


and Canada Thistles, and thie is the 
way it should be done. Plow your 
land good and plow it deep this fall 
or any time next spring or summer. 
Do not plow too late. After it has 
has been plowed once, be rure that 
the thisles do not appear again. This 
is very important. Many farmers will 
hold off cultivating until the thistles 
have got above the ground. This me- 
thod is wrong, and it is impossible 
to kill thistles in this way, and it 
takes a man and six good horses to 
eradicate a field of about fifty or 
sixty acres in one summer as this 
must be cultivated at least once a 
week and plowed once or twice dur- 
ing the growing season. This means 
lots of work and expence, but is the 
only method to eradicate Sow and 
Canada Thistles. 

Harvest will soon be over and 
mest of the weed inspectors have fin- 
ished their work for this season. 
Many of them are hired by the year 
and can be called out any time if 
necessary. 

It is impossible for yeur weed in- 
gpectors to find all the thistle patches 
in the grain crops unless he knows 
where they are. This applies espec- 
ially to Canada Thistle. Perennial 
Sow thistles have one good habit; 
they will always grow taller than the 
grain when out in bloom and is more 
easily found than Canada Thistle. 

Sew and Canada thistles shduld 
never be allowed to go through the 
threshing machine, as there is where 
moet of the scattering of thistle 
seeds is done. This is a special ap- 
peal to all farmers. Please see that 
bundles containing thistles are not 
put into stacks. Load infested bun- 
dles in a wagon, haul them home to
